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Castle Leeuwensteyn is in the City of Vught, in the Dutch province of Brabant. Built as a private 
Villa in 1753, it was purchased by the City, restored in 1935 and used as a Town Hall until 2006. 
It has been declared a State Monument and is used by the Council for special functions and events 
such as Weddings. More on the City of Vught and it’s WW2 concentration camp on pages 24 & 25.

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President’s Report as read at the AGM 2019. 


Dear Members. 

Thank you for attending our 50" AGM Meeting today. 

Let me start with thanking those Members, who have helped to keep our 
Club running, from the Membership registration by Kaye Wegman, to the 
Magazine preparation by Pieter Leeflang and of course, proof readers Henk 
and Lianna, the entertainment by Henk and of course the Junior 
entertainment led by Machiel van der Stelt. 





During the year we achieved a major milestone, when we modified our constitution, which was 
approved by the Members present at a Special AGM and which, I am pleased to say, has been 
accepted by the Department of Mines, Industry Regulation and Safety & Consumer Protection. 


My personal favorite for the year was the July ”Maas en Waal Borrel”, when we had the pleasure 
of welcoming the Dutch Ambassador Marion Derckx and the Honorable Consul of WA Anthony 
Willinge and some staff from the Dutch Embassy. We are looking forward to welcoming them 
again, when next time they are in Perth. 


I have compiled a 3 year overview as to the status of our Membership numbers: 

.# 2019 — 328, in 2018 — 338 and 2017 — 345 Members. 

.# There is still a downward trend in overall Membership - losing 7-10 Members a year since 
2016. 

..4 Ordinary Membership has stabilized at 60 Members in 2018 & 2019 - down from 74 Members 
in 2016. 

..# Associate Members - 26 Members in 2019 vs 30 Members in 2016. 

..4¢ Concession Members have stayed in the 221] - 225 Member range over the four years from 
2016 to 2019 inclusive. 

..44 New Membership at 28 Members for 2019 has increased by 2 from 2018 but is down from the 
36 new Members in 2016. 

The worrying trend however 1s the lapsed or ceased Memberships. These spiked in 2016 with 71 
Memberships not being renewed and this spiked again in 2019 with 52 Memberships. This is quite 
an increased from 24 ceased Memberships in 2018. 

As you can see, there 1s still a downward trend in our overall Membership numbers, but I am very 
happy and proud to say that due to Henk’s relentless work, our new Membership numbers have 
been able to stay where they are. 


As many of you have noticed, we are expanding our relationship with the Morley Windmills next 
year, as we are exploring the option to have our Maas and Waal Borrels there every second month. 
And even our 50" Anniversary party. We are looking forward to expanding the relationship with 
the Morley Windmills in the future. Let’s see where this will take us.

The cold winter nights of the past few months made us choose the following article: 


MASHING THEIR FOOD - STAMPPOT.

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Vught is a Municipality and a City in Brabant, a 
Province in the Southern Netherlands. It lies just 
South of the industrial and administrative Centre 
of 's-Hertogenbosch. 

Many commuters live in this Municipality, and 
the Town of Vught was once named: "The Best 


place to live in the Netherlands, by the Dutch 
The Flag and Coat of Arms of Vught. magazine Elsevier.” 





History: 

The first mention of Vught in the historical records dates to the eleventh Century. By the 

fourteenth Century, the Teutonic Order had acquired the Parish and set up a commandery 
across from the Saint Lambert Church. In 1328, the residents of Vught were granted City 
rights by the Duke of Brabant. 


Eighty Years War: 

During the Eighty Years War, Vught witnessed the struggles between 
Catholic interests and the Protestant troops of William of Orange. The 
Saint Lambert Church was changed from a Catholic into a Reformed 
Protestant Church in 1629, after the troops of Frederick Henry, Prince 
of Orange, were victorious in 's-Hertogenbosch. 





World War II Concentration Camp: 

Vught is known as the site of a transit/concentration Camp built by Nazi Germany during its 
occupation of the Netherlands. The Camp held male and female prisoners, many of them 
Jewish and political activists, captured in Belgium and the Netherlands. Many of the Jewish 
people were transported to concentration camps in Poland. 

In Vught a group of women were severely punished for stand-ing up for another female 
prisoner. Seventy-four women were pushed into a cell room of barely nine square meters 
and held there for over four-teen hours. Ten of the women died, and several suffered 
permanent physical or mental damage. The Camp commander of the SS Troops responsible, 
was demoted by Himmler to the regular rank of soldier and sent to the Hungarian front, 
where he died. 

Vught was liberated by the Canadians at the end of the war, but only after German Camp 
guards killed several hundred prisoners, mainly by firing squad. 


Camp in post-war times: 
After World War II, the camp was first used as a prison for German soldiers and German 

sympathisers. Some of the Camp has become a National Monument to remember the Nazi 
occupation of the Nethererlands during World War II.

Castle Maurick: 

_ Vught has a Castle, called Maurick; its history dates to the 
13th century. In 1629 the Castle was occupied by 
Frederick Henry, Prince of Orange. Frederick Henry 
wanted to have the Castle as his headquarters for his siege 
of 's-Hertogenbosch. The Castle has been converted into a 
restaurant/function centre and is very famous and sought 
after as a Wedding Venue. 





Castle Leeuwensteyn: 
In 1935 the Council of Vught obtained an empty Villa. 
Architect H.W. Valk transformed this mansion into a City 
Hall. The costs for this restauration were donated by the 
family Van Beuningen. 

In 1937 the City Council moved into these new premises 
aptly called Kasteel (Castle) Leeuwensteyn. 

In 2006 the Council moved once again, this time to a 
modern new City Hall, suitable to deal with 21st century 
technology. 

Leeuwensteijn is still used by the Council for special occasions, including weddings. 

The entire property, including the Castle and annexes such as the stables and coach house, 
have been declared Monuments of the State.
